peror of the aggressive northern nation 
felt the outside interested nations had 
relapsed into their ordinary quiet, he 
again came forth in his true charac¬ 
ter, the general disturber of the peace. 
The Czar now refuses to withdraw his 
troops from Turkey or to carry out 
any of the provisions of the Treaty of 
Berlin, which will call fora speedy re¬ 
assemblage of the representatives of 
the Powers. It is clear that Russia 
determined to spread her arms ov< 
the sick man’s territory, and thus get 
command of the inland seas, which, 
of course, Great Britain can never al¬ 
low her to do. With matters in this 
position, it is premature to speculate 
upon the future, but what it may bring 
forth will be alone determined by Rus¬ 
sia’s aggression and determination. 
The hand she is also showing in the 
Afghanistan question is at least indi¬ 
cative of her aversion to the peace of 
Europe, if nothing more.

t tiNERAL STEWS 


Iowa, Nebraska and Kansas advices indicate 
that prairie fires have been raging in each of 
those States, destroying 1 "grain, bridges, 
fences and other property. The flames were 
most destructive 20 miles south of Sioux City, 
in Iowa, along the North Platte, the Niobrara 
and South Platte Rivers in Western Nebraska, 
and in Rush, Ness, Ellis, Tiega Gove, Wallace, 
Decatur, Graham and Rooks counties in Kan¬ 
sas. Many persons perished in the flames. The 
fires in some cases are supposed to have been 
lighted by the Cheyennes. 

Learned, proprietor of Learned Hotel, Cook- 
shire, Quebec, was shot dead by a tramp, ' 
whom he refused whisky. 

The late storm which came tip from the 
tropics and swept the Atlantic coast did 
mense damage. 

Capt. Barker, of the steamer Express which 
left Balitmore for Washington, reports that 
his vessel foundered in the gale at the month 
of the Potomac and the passengers and crew 
are probably lost. The captain was rescued 
while drifting with fragments of the boat. 
He says the sea was running at a great height, 
every wave washing the boat from stem to 
stern. Shortly after 5 o’clock Wednesday 
morning, there came a terrific crash and the 
joiner work started from the stanchions. The 
passengers and crew had hardly time to realize 
what had occurred before a wave tor 
loon deck like so much paper work, 
and the following wave swept it off 
to sea and with it nearly all on board. 
Previous to this efforts were made tc 
for shore. The storm was so furious the roll¬ 
ing of the boat prevented the engines from 
working fast enough to keep steerage way on 
her. It was deemed advisable to let go her an¬ 
chors, but the cables parted as soon as 
broached to, and the steamer went adrift, 
longer manageable. All on board had secured 
life preservers. Some officers tried to secure 
boats, but they were washed away and broken 
up. A moment after the upper deck had 
been carried away the hull rolled over and 
sunk bottom upward. The Express had a 
crew ot 21 all told, and as far as known eight 
passengers. It is supposed that fully 20 lives 
were lost. 

The steamer Massachusetts is ashore, disabled, 
at Dunn Point. All on board are well. The 
steamer Louisa is ashore on the Middle 
Ground. The steamer Ida and 23 schooners 
are ashore near the Massachusetts. 

The American ship]A. S. Davis, of Searsport, 
Me., Capt. Ira W. Ford, ran ashore at 2 o'clock 
on the 23d, eight miles Bouth of the station. 
The vessel and cargo are a total loss. The 
crew, consisting of 19 men, are all lost with 
one exception. 

At Philadelphia 384 dwellings and stores 
were unroofed and otherwise injured and sev¬ 
eral completely demolished. In addition to 
these there were badly injured 31 churches, 23 
schools. 35 factories and warehouses, 5 hotels, 

2 elevators, and 50 other large buildings, such 
as depots, ferry-houses, mill and railroad offi¬ 
ces. The fatal accidents were six, and those 
seriously injured number 13. In the southern 
part of the city known as “The Neck” the Del¬ 
aware overflowed its banks for a distance of 
one mile from the usual coarse, and the in¬ 
habitants were taken from the Recond stories 
of their houses in boats sent out from the 
navy yard. Only one man was drowned in 
this section, and 10 or 11 wooden bridges were 
swept away. The well-known landmark, the 
large ship-house at League Island navy yard, 
was leveled to the ground. 

It is impossible at present to estimate the 
loss in money, as it is distributed in various 
amounts between hundreds of owners, but it is 
generally estimated at $2,000,000, the follow¬

The surplus of the bank is more than suffi¬ 
cient to cover any probable loss that may be 
sustained by reason of the robbery.

Between 6 and 9 o’clock Sunday morning 
masked burglars entered the Manhattan 
Savings Bank building, corner of Broadway 
and Bleecker streets, New York, and after 
handcuffing the janitor, made him under 
threats of instant death, reveal the combina¬ 
tion of the safe to them and deliver up the 
keys of the bank. They rifled the vault of 
presumably a large amornt of money, as 20 tin 
boxes known to have contained Dills were 
found on the floor quite empty. 

The building is a nix-story one, the bank oc¬ 
cupying the ground floor, with entrances on 
both Broadway and Bleecker streets. Wen¬ 
dell Kohlman keeps a barber shop in the base¬ 
ment under the bank, and the janitor lives on 
the second floor. The barber opened his shop 
at 6:35 o'clock. He says there was nothing un¬ 
usual in the bank at that time. At 9:20 o’clock 
he was startled by the appearace at the head 
of the basement stairs of the janitor, Louis 
Wertel. white with fright and excitement, 
with his hands handcuffed tightly and the key 
of the bank clutched between them. He was 
only half dressed and gasped; “Thieves! Rob¬ 
bers! Come and see!” The barber accom¬ 
panied him to the bank and saw the doors of 
the great vault wide open and the floor Uttered 
with tin boxes, all emptied of their contents. 
Bnrglars tools were scattered in every direc¬ 
tion. The barber notified the police and su¬ 
perintendent Walling, inspector Dilk, Capt 
Byrnes and Capt. Kielv were soon on the scene. 
The doom, windows, and all means of access 
from without were found intact, aud it was 
evident the thieves had entered by means of 
keys. 

Dan Kiely, night watchman, said he left his 
post at 6 o’clock A. M. and aroused the janitor, 
ai was his custom, and left the building, look¬ 
ing the hall door after him. He left the corner 
at 6.10 A. M. and then everything was right and 
quiet. A lithographei who does business on 
the npper floor says that at 6 o’clock he arriv¬ 
ed at the building and found the entrance 
open and wondered at the carelessness of the 
watchman. He passed np stairs and met no¬ 
body and heard no noise or disturbance. The 
janitor, Wertel, created an unfavorable impres 
sion on cross-examination. He said that at 
6 .10, while he was dressing, seven masked men 
suddenly rushed into his room and handcuffed 
himself and his wife and demanded the keys 
of the bank. His mother-in-law, an old lady, 
who was present, screamed, when the bnrglars 
drew pistols and threatened instant death to 
a»y one who made a noise. They then carried 
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- men, was' hurled to the bot- 
of 350 feet.

FOR EIGN N EWS. 

A correspondent says if the latest news is 
true, affairs near Constantinople are more and 
more assuming the same semi-hostile phases as 
before the meeting of the Berlin Congress. 
The Turkish troops have been moved into po¬ 
sitions vacated by the Russians, and the earth¬ 
works are being repaired and armed before 
Constantinople and Gallipoli. The Turks are 
arranging to increase their forces, and are sum¬ 
moning half-pay officers to aotive duty. 

A Berlin dispatch says the return of the 
Russians toward Constantinople was only 
commenced after the Porte had rejected the 
draft of the new treaty demanded by Russia. 

A call for $3,000 per share will be made on 
the shareholders of the City of Glasgow Bank 
immediately.lt has been discovered since the re 
part of the examiners that foreign correspon¬ 
dents had used open eredits to the extent o- 
$83,000, most of which will be lost. Steps are 
being taken to organize a relief fund for the 
shareholders of the City of Glasgow Bank. 

The iron masters in the north of England 
have decided to reduce wages 5 per cent, on 
November 30. 

A call has been made upon the shareholders 
of the Bank of Glasgow for £500 per share. It 
’ thought an additional £100 will be called 
>r. 

An attempt has been made to assassinate Al- 
fonxo, king of Spain. 

Juan Moncasi, who atttmpted to shoot King 
lfonzo, was arraigned. When asked, “What 
as your object in leaving your home on the 
Mediterranean and coming to the capitol?” 
he replied defiantly, “I came here to kill the 
King.” Moncasi was then returned to his 
cell. He was associated with Internationalists. 

The British Minister energetically insists up¬ 
on the execution of the convention between 
the Porte and England abolishing the sales 
and importation of slaves. Layard demands 
the freedom of the slaves who recently took 
refuge at the British Consulate. 

Baker Pasha has undertaken to complete 
the fortifications of Constantinople within two 
months. The Saltan has ordered Osman Pasha 
and the Ministers of War to give him the most 
ample assistance. 

The Official Gazette announces that in pur- 
snrance of the provisions of the Socialist law 
—o association has been closed in Baden, two 
Brun»wick, four in Westphalia and five in 
Saxony. The publication of one Socialist 
newspaper has been prohibited in Mecklen¬ 
burg, one in Baden and two in Saxony. 

In a circular to the signatory powers in re¬ 
gard to the new rebellion south of the Balkans, 
the Porte desceibes the condition of the Mus¬ 
sulmans in Bulgaria and Ronmelia as intoller- 
able, and declareA that a foreign power in co- 
iperatingwith the Salvonic committees at Sofia 
nd aiming at the establishment of a new in¬ 
dependent State. In another address to Prince 
Labanoff, the Russian ambassador at Constan¬ 
tinople. the Porte charges Russia with conniv¬ 
ance at the plans of the rebels, and demands 
her aid in sappressing the rebellion begun un¬ 
der the eyes of Russian troops. 

The Porte has asked Prince Labanoff to ex¬ 
plain the return of the Russian troops to the 
positions recently evacuated by them, and also 
the refusal to reinstate Turkish authorities in 
the district between Tehorlu and Adrianople. 
Sixty thousand Russians have entered Roume- 
lis by way of Bonrgaa.

has confidentially directed the atte yion of 
Austria to the serious aspect of aflaiis^n Tur¬ 
key, but has not yet made any direct attempt 
to bring about common action by the 1 ji'wers, 
although Bhe has brought forward the matter 
individually at St. Petersburg.

Transportation. ^ 

The influence of railroads on pro¬ 
duction and on the condition and dis¬ 
tribution of labor is exerted in so many 
ways that it can scarcely be eg ■yteej. 
Some idea of jt may he eat’ff M , 
me lOiiovTTng facts: The Boston .mu 
Albany Railroad in 1876 transported 
between Boston and Albany,—a dis¬ 
tance of two hundred and one miles,— 
eight hundred and thirty-three, thou¬ 
sand tons of through freight and seven¬ 
teen hundred and eight thousand tons 
of way freight, being the equivalent of 
fiifteen hundred and eight thousand 
tons carried over the whole road. To 
transport the same amount of freight 
on common roads (upon the basis of a 
horse of average power being able to 
move one ton fifteen miles a day, three 
hundred days in a year) would require 
(in round numbers) sixty-seven thou¬ 
sand horses, and eleven thousand men 
to groom and drive them. When we 
consider what a drain such a numbei 
of horses and such an army of men 
would be upon subsistence, and that 
the above figures apply only to the 
freighting on one road, irrespective of 
the passenger traffic, we at once see 
how impossible it would be now to car¬ 
ry on the business of the country with¬ 
out railroads. Were all the railroads 
in the United States to suspend opera¬ 
tion only for a short time, actual 
famine would occur in many parts of 
this land of abundance. This is well 
illustrated by the famine in China, 
where there is sufficient food, hut for 
the lack of transportation sixteen mil¬ 
lions of people are in a famishing con¬ 
dition, and sixty millions are suffering 
more or less distress. Apart from 
their greater efficiency and the saving 
in the cost of transportation which 
they effect, railroads have many eco¬ 
nomic advantages. By reason of their 
rapid locomotion perishable commod¬ 
ities are safely transported, less capital 
is in transit, less capital is kept idle in 
superfluous stock, less time is spent in 
traveling,new marketsare opened, and 
in old markets prices' are equalized 
Mr. Disraeli gives the following curious 
example of the saving of time and 
money to the traveler by increitsed 
facility of communication. 

“Mr. Robert Weale was twelve years 
employed as an assistant poor-law 
commissioner, during which time he 
traveled in the public service 99,607 
miles. Sixty-nine thousand of these 
miles were traveled by the old convey¬ 
ance, and thirty thousand by, railway. 
By the old mode the cost of " traveling 
was Is. 0%d. per mile, and by railway 
it was only 3# d.; so that virtually the 
country saved by the new mode of con¬ 
veyance five sixths of the cost of trav¬ 
eling. But the saving of time was still 
more remarkable. If the whole dis¬ 
tance had been performed by railway 
it would have occupied one year, thirty 
weeks, and six days; if the whole had 
been performed by the superseded 
method, it would have occupied four 
years, thirty-nine weeks, and one (lay. 
The result is that three, years and nine 
weeks of Mr. Weale’s life would have 
been saved, while the advantage to the 
public would have been that the whole 
cost would only have been £1344, in¬ 
stead of £7735. So that this active 
public servant would have saved three 
years and a half of his life, and the 
country £5390 in his traveling expen¬ 
ses alone.”

THE DETROIT PULPIT. 

What Companions We Should 
Choose. 

SUBSTANCE OF A SERMON TO YOUNG 
MEN, BY THE REV. DR. EDDY. 

At the Fort St Congregationalist 
Church a late Sabbath evening,Dr. Edi y 
read for the Scripture lesson the 1st, 
chapter of Proverbs. On rising to 
preach, he remarked that, for the sake 
of any critical ones there might be be¬ 
fore him, he would say that the dis¬ 
course he was about to deliver was not 
a sermon at all but rather a talk; yet it 
was true and designed to do good. He 
then read for his text the 1st Psalm. 

This Psalm answered the question, 
who was the happy man? l. A nega¬ 
tive answer is found in verse 1, “Bless¬ 
ed is the man that walketh not in the 
way of the ungodly,” etc. 2. Then 
comes the positive answer. “His de¬ 
light is in the law of the Lord,’’etc. 3. 
Next is a charming representation of 
the happy man’s prosperity. “He shall 
be like a tree planted by the rivers of 
water,”etc. 4, Finally comes the un¬ 
happy end of the ungodly, and the 
happiness of the godly—the ungodly 
like chaff, and the Lord knowing the 
way of the righteous. 

The Psalm tells us how to be happy 
The counsel is very old fashioned. 
What happiness could there be in that ? 
The speaker said he would dwell 
mainly on the negative answer. This 
was the old Hebrew way of saying 
that association with the wicked did 
not and could not make one happy. 
Take the following parable: 

A young man came to Detroit to 
spend a certain time and attend the 
fair. At his village home he was 
known as frank and honest, a church 
goer, a member of the choir, and well 
liked by all. He came with money 
enough to have a good time. In the 
city he had a friend older than himself, 
from the same village. This friend had 
lived in the city some years, and was 
accounted “fast.” We call them re¬ 
spectively, John and George. They 
met and strolled, when a talk took 
place something like this 

George:—“Well, »ld fellow, how are 
you? all well at home? Hope you’ll 
make a long visit.” 

John:—“Well, I’ll stay a week or two. 
I want to see the fair, and the city— 
the waterworks, the churches, etc., 
and hear the music and the big guns.” 

George:—“What! did you come all 
the way from home for this ? The fair 
is all right, but leave the churches 
alone. Leave your old notions at 
home—go where you can enjoy your¬ 
self.” 

John:—“Excuse me, but I will go to 
no bad places.” 

George:—“Never fear, old fellow, *.. 
take you to a place where the best fel¬ 
lows in town resort” 

George draws his friend aside, and 
after a few moments talk they enter a 
broad hall where a screen hides the 
inside from the passers-by. It is bril¬ 
liantly lighted; there are galleries, and 
a jitage w,ith scenery. The ,/boys sit 
down, some la# j join th«h, they 
smoke, they drink, and soon; the pro¬ 
fanity and slang begin to flow. George 
is at first ashamed of his country 
friend, but more rum, more talk, and 
John is drawn in with the rest. He 
drinks, and gambles, witnesses a play 
too indecent to describe, returns 
to his lodgings to sleep off his debauch, 
and rises in the morning unable to eat. 
Now mark—he has sought happiness, 
but has he found it? His friend 
George happens around and says, “Hel¬ 
lo, feeling dull? heady? church?—yes, 
you’re a find subject for church. No 
indeed; come along with me. I’ll bring 
you through all right.” This time they 
go towards the river,—to yonder steam¬ 
er. They take seats under the awning. 
The bell rings. They go down the riv¬ 
er. There is music, dancing, cool 
drinks, etc. John is sad; he thinks of 
the village church service at home. 
“Come, cheer up,” says George, “don’t 
get the dumps. Let’s go below.” They 
go down, and the glasses click, there 
are cigars, gaiety, anecdote, games, and 
John loses all control over himself. It 
is evening when they return to the 
city. Having made a day of it tliev 
resolve to make a night of it. But 
we drop the curtain upon them. The 
next day John spends at the fair, and 
the next among the saloons; lie goes 
round. Now this young man was 
described by Solomon (here the speak¬ 
er read from the Proverbs). He has 
seen life but is he happy? No, there 
is poison in his blood, fever in his brain, 
aching in his bones, blight on his name, 
and sorrow in his home—that stricken 
father, that weeping mother, etc. See 
him as he returns home feeling like a 
culprit. He curses himself and his 
friend. He has lost his honor; what 
is left? Pity the young man. He has 
walked in the course of the ungodly, but 
has it made him happy ? No, “Blessed 
is the man that walketh not” etc. 

The object of the lecture was to keep 
men away from bad society. The speak¬ 
er would not be misunderstood. He 
believed in society. Isolation was as 
bad as dissolute company. Society is 
especially necessary for the aged. A 
solitary youth is had, but a friendless 
old age is terrible. We must seek to 
keep our friends, but select them with 
care. Many will seek you whom you 
ought to repel, for they are dangerous 
in every way. There are many in De¬ 
troit who deem it praiseworthy to lead 
the moral down to ruin. And some 
lead downward without really intend¬ 
ing it, as will be found by associating 
with them. The speaker believed in 
clubs, notwithstanding the word has 
been brought into disrepute—not clubs 
where drinking etc., are practiced, but 
clubs for literature, mutual improve¬ 
ment, and elevating social enjoyment. 
As a rule, clubs where women, and 
where clergymen are not allowed to 
enter are hurtful. But the best way 
to prove whether our friendships are 
right is to question our own hearts. Do 
you find that association with any one 
has blunted your conscience. Then 
break away. The best companions 
are true Christians. It was the speak¬ 
er’s privilege in his youth to be much' 
with a young friend of blessed charac¬ 
ter. They ate, studied, slept and walk¬ 
ed together. Their hearts were open 


to each other. Tlje sneaker felt that 
his every moral piwer was strengthen¬ 
ed by that companionship. His friend 
had become a mimster in one denomi¬ 
nation and himself in another, and in 
different parts of ffie country. He had 
not seen him for{ twenty years, but 
looked forward to tneet him in Para¬ 
dise. The speaker, would not be mis¬ 
understood. We jpwe a love to all 
men, but are not to put our trust in 
alL 

But after all, these friendships are 
given to us onlyjfor, a time. Even 
while the speaker was giving his morn¬ 
ing discourse, a young man of the so¬ 
ciety was breathing l.is last. As the 
speaker walked the aisles of memory, 
what faces he beheld, 'rf the departed. 
We cannot see them, In* perhaps they 
can see us; and,above fll these,

Whatever may be tluicause, there is 
little doubt that the nulnber of women 
who are revolving this subject in their 
minds is constantly om the increase.

A num¬ 
ber of letters have 0 f late been address¬ 
ed to this department by young women, 
asking advice with reference to choos¬ 
ing a profession or vocation. They all 
seem to proceed 011 the same supposi¬ 
tion, that, if the choice is right, success 
is sure to follow. That depends ' 
many circumstances. 

In this matter of winning position 
and pay, the majority , >f women have 
a great deal to learn. Not knowing 
how the few fortunate females they 
hear or read about have attained rep¬ 
utation and wealth, they fancy it must 
have come by some magical hocus- 
pocus, by the rubbing of Alladin’s lamp, 
by friendly influence, by anything but 
steady, persistent, barb work. Char¬ 
lotte Cushman, Louise Alcott, Mrs 
Snow, Anna Dickinson. Clara Louise 
Kellogg, what fortunate women they 
are, how admired, how famous, how 
enviable! Why cannot every woman 
accomplish and enjoy as much as they 
have ? 

Now, there is an absolute certainty 
that if the lives and labors of these 
women were thoroughly understood, 
the secret of their success would be 
found to be high standards, uncomprol 
mising devotion to their purposes, and 
incessant industry. They won success 
by deserving it—deserving it as judg¬ 
ed by the highest masculine standards. 
Other women must succeed if at all on 
the same basis. 

Now, a man who determines .... _ 
liberal and thorough course of culture, 
expects to give seven years to getting 
through college, three to professional 
study, and then beginning, perhaps at 
the lowest round of tlife ladder, to work 
up’slowly and steadiljl until he gets as 
far as his talents twill take him. 
Every young lawyer Calculates upon 
and generally has, unless his father is 
rich, five years of semi-starvation be¬ 
fore liis income gets to bfe comfortable; 
physicians, ministejrs,* fistsl -journal¬ 
ists, musicians, straff and study,” 
and study and struggle, during a pro¬ 
bation equally long or longer, and 
take it as a matter of course. The first 
that is generally known about them, 
they seem to be in easy circumstances, 
all the time they were little known, 
they were living very modestly; strait¬ 
ened, harassed, anxious, hut diligent in 
the pursuit of their (nds.

igins as a cash-boy or an office boy; 

3 runs errands, he carries bundles, he 
gets hard knocks and poor pay, he is 
held up constantly to a standard of 
duty, and expects if he fails to l o re¬ 
proved or dismissed. By and by he 
makes one step up and then another, 
conquering his way as he goes. 

How different with women! A girl 
attends the public school or a private 
academy, a few years, takes a turn or 
two at the Normal school and begins 
to teach. Or she studies music a few 
terms, and attempts to establish her¬ 
self as a music teacher. Her position 
is low, her salary is small, her prospects 
are gloomy, and she fancies that she is 
hardly used Doubtless she may be, 
with respect to the meagreness of her 
salary, as compared with that of men no 
more capable than she. But there are 
a great many women who hold high 
positions as educators. How did they 
get the positions where they are ? Only 
by mastering the elements of success, 
as men master them, by laborious, con¬ 
tinued and patient effort. 

All beginnings are small; one cell, 
a single leaf, the mustard seed, is 
enough to begin with. The thing to 
do is to keep adding cell to cell, throw¬ 
ing out new leaves, developing new 
germs, till the child becomes the man, 
the little slip towers into the giant oak, 
the mustard seed becomes a tree in 
which the birds of the air make their 
nests.

A good waterproof cement is made 
by tiisst .ving five parts of gelatine in 
hofcj wp:qr, and adding one part of 
chrpinUjic of lime; the cement must he 
kept in vessels which are well shielded 
froin^ffc-- 

For killing earth worms in pots, a 
watering is recommended of ten drops 
of carbolic acid added to a pint of 
water. 

PROCESS TO REMOVE TREE STUMPS. 

A very Simple process is employed 
for, {’•/ »! woodland newly brought 
into llntion from the stumps of 
trees. I. Aole about two inches in di- 
ametfc. Ve eighteen inches in depth is 
bored in the stump about autumn, filled 
with a concentrated solution of salt¬ 
petre,and closed with a plug. In the 
spring a pint or so of petroleum is 
poured into the same hole and set on 
fire. During the winter the saltpetre 
solution has penetrated every portion 
of the stump, so that not only this but 
also tin soots are thoroughly burnt out. 
The ashes is left in situ and forms a 
valuable manure.— Western Rural. 

Whitewash that will withstand rains 
can he made with one peck of lime 
slacked in five gallons of water, in 
which one pound of rice has been boil¬ 
ed unt il it is dissolved. The rice-water 
should he used hot and the mixture 
covered closely until the lime is slack¬ 
ed; thep add one pound of salt. Have 
th (wasli heated to boiling when it is 

applied.-A wash which serves 

nearly as well as oil paint on wood, 
brick and stone.: Slack one peck of 
new lime with boiling water, cover 
during the process to keep in the steam;

Cover witli salt, first be¬ 
ing moistened and spread even, exclud¬ 
ing the air entire. In cool weather 
cover with dry salt. Use requisite 
skill and neatness—such that when 
opened in market nothing objectiona¬ 
ble will meet the eye of the purchaser 
or consumer. This will add to your 
own reputation and increase your bal¬ 
ances in the bank. 

EDUCATING YOUNG HORSES. 

llev. AV. II. Murray gives, in the 
Golden Rule, the following directions 
for educating or as it used to be called 
“breaking in” young horses: 

If yon have a colt to teach, and have 
the habit of speaking sharply and loud¬ 
ly, correct yourself of it at once. Colts 
are timid, high-spirited things, if they 
are worth anything; and he who man¬ 
ages them should lie of quiet habits, 
and have a low, pleasant-Loned voice. 

The trainer that yells, stands in the 
same category as the driver in the pub¬ 
lic race who screams and whoops like 
Comanche Indian when coming down 
the home-stretch; the one should he 
banished from the track, and the other 
turned out of the gentleman’s stables 
Our method of educating a colt to the 
harness and wagon is to educate him 
singly, by himself; and this education 
should begin very early. AVben the 
colt is twelve or fourteen months old 
begin to put the harness on him. In a 
few weeks he is accustomed to it and 
ready for the shafts. But, in doing 
this, do not he in a liurry. Give the wh,eh effc 
youngster time to get thoroughly ac- ofl,Rld ' 
quainted with every strap and buckle, 
as it were. Let him see everythihg 
and smell everything. The sense of 
sight, smell and touch are the great 
avenues of knowledge to the horse, 
especially the last two. The ear and 
eye give the alarm. These two organs 
stand, as it were, on picket for the ani¬ 
mal’s safety. But if your horse is 
frightened at anything, let him smell 
and touch it, and he will fear no longer. 

If your colt is afraid of the harness as 
it comes rustling out of the harness- 
room, let him touch it with liis nose 
and mells of it a few times, and the 
will soon understand that it will no 
hurt him. If he is inclined to kick or 
jump, if the hreeching-band or any 
strap hits his hams or legs, by gently 
rubbing them against the sensitive 
places he will soon become indifferent 
to them. By the time the colt is two 
years of age, or even less, he should he 
educated to go between the shafts, 
either forward or backward, anil he 
thoroughly familiar with the harness 
and vehicle, and ordinary road servee.

Preserving Roots. 

The time for gathering root crops is 
near at hand. Mangels suffer from 
frosts, and should be harvested as soon 
as cooler weather arrives. Turnips are 
not injured by moderate frosts, but 
should be out of the ground in good 
season, lest a hard frost may prevent 
harvesting them and cause the crop to 
be frozen in. After the recent dry, 
warm weather we may look reasonably 
for a change, and it would be no mat-

In England the preparation of bacon 
is carried on very extensively and sys¬ 
tematically in factories specially con¬ 
structed and fitted up for the purpose 
The plan commonly adopted there is 
as follows; After being fasted twen¬ 
ty-four hours the pig is taken to the 
slaughter-house and killed. lie is 
then hung up by the hind legs, singed 
by means of gaslights, scraped, opened, 
cleaned by powerful jets of water and 
dressed. AVhen the carcass has become 
cool and firm, which is generally the 
ease after about twelve hours, it is 
ready for bonning or cutting up. 

This is done by placing the pig on a 
strong table, and cutting off the head 
close to the ears. The fore feet are 
then removed, and the hind feet, so as 
to leave a shank to the ham. The car¬ 
cass is then divided straight along the 
hack, and the shoulder blade taken 
out. The sides are now ready for salt¬ 
ing. Each side is laid singly on the 
floor of a cold cellar, anil dressed with 
a mixture of saltpetre and salt, four 
ounces of saltpetre being used for each 
side, together with a quantity of sale 
corresixmding to the size of the side. 
Brine is also forced into the flesh by 
means of a force pump and jet- The 
next day the sides are piled one above 
the other, remaining so for four days, 
when they are turned over and sprin¬ 
kled with more salt Thus they re¬ 
main for twelve days, when they are 
washed and dried. They are then 
taken to the smoking-house, where 
they liaug for three days, being contin¬ 
uously smoked during that time with 
the fumes of burning oak saw dust 
thus acquiring the desired color and 
flavor. The sides, when cold, are ready 
for market. 

BUTTER PACKAGES. 

J. Woodworth, of Marengo, I1L, in 
an essay read before tine National Bol¬ 
ter, Cheese and Egg Association, said 
that for packing butter the ash tub has 
the preference over all others, usually 
made in three sizes, holding from thir¬ 
ty to sixty pounds. The nine-pound 
pail is much used in cool weather, be¬ 
ing convenient for family use. Prepar¬ 
ing the tubs for packing butter, some 
practice soaking them from twelve to 
twenty-four hours. This method has 
an eye more to the tare than utility- 
The better way is to scald the tub with 
boiling water, rinse with cold, tlieu 
witli salt and water in equal parts; 
filling the sponge with this solution, 
rnb the inside of the tub thoroughly, 
thus filling all the pores and excluding 
the woody taste. 

Pack the butter firmly, leaving no 
unfilled space, until tile package is 
filled; cover with brine. AVhen more 
than full, with a fine linen or silken 
jpi'd made tense with botli hands, pass 
it over the top, thus leaving it full and 
■eyen; cover with u thin cloth. In 
Warm whather the cloth should be cut 
larger, so as to tuck down a half inch 
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well that everything should he in 
readiness to take up the roots as soon 
as an emergency occurs. Mangels 
Should be taken up this month, and in 
sucli a manner as to secure them witli 
the least labor and risk of loss. These 
roots are tender and easily bruised, and 
every bruised part soon begins to de¬ 
cay. They need to be handled carefully. 
They grow in greater part out of the 
ground, and are easily pulled. Our 
method of gathering them is to pull 
them up by the tops, to sever these 
from the roots with a large knife or a 
scythe fixed in a handle, drop the root 
upon the ground, and throw the tops 
into heaps, at convenient distances. 
The tops may be taken home, heaped 
in the barn, with salt sprinkled among 
them, and kept for feeding to the cows 
in moderate quantities. AVhen fed to 
excess they are injurious; half a bushel 
per day will be a safe quantity. The 
roots are then gathered into carts or 
wagons. If no root-cellar is provided 
for the roots, they should be pitted. 
They are heaped in conical piles, cov¬ 
ered with a foot of straw, and then 
with three or four inches of earth. A 
few bunches of straw should be placed 
lengthwise in the tops of the heaps, to 
carry off the heat and moisture evolved 
during the ermentation which will 
ensue; when colder weather arrives 
the covering of earth should be in¬ 
creased. 

Ruta-bagas and turnips are hardier 
and more solid than mangels and will 
bear rougher handling. They 
stay in the ground fora month 
and will grow considerably during ‘the 
cool wet weather of the Fall months. 
But as many of these are often pulled 
for early feeding, caution should be 
observed, to avoid giving them to cat¬ 
tle or sheep when the leaves are frozen 
or are covered with frost.

sense of the term, being exempt from 
rancour, untainted by sectionalism — 
inspired by broad expansive views, 
understanding the genius of our people, 
and capable of reconciling authority 
With individual liberty, and progress 
with preservation. Judging by liis 
past career, we know that such has 
l>een the policy of Sir John Mac¬ 
donald, and his past is a guarantee 
for his future. (Cheers). He will 
have the assistance of some of 
the ablest men in the country us 
his colleagues. Mr. Tilly, Hr. Tup 
per, Mr. Masson and Mr. Langevin 
were statesmen who would have forc¬ 
ed their way to the front in any coun¬ 
try. It is our duty, it is the duty of 
the people to await with confidence 
the development of the policy of the 
Government. (Hear, hear), — Not to be 
led away by the splenetic criticisms of 
partisan newspapers, our opponents 
are crying out for the National Policy, 
although they say that it will 
ruin the country.

By means of 
personal intercourse mistaken ideas 
were eradicated, feelings and sympa¬ 
thies were blended, and interests be¬ 
came identified. He would again 
thank his friends for their magnificent 
hospitality, and before sitting down 
would ask the privilege of proposing 
a toast which he felt sure that assem¬ 
blage would drink with unthusiasm; 
he meant the health of Mr. White, the 
coming member for North Essex. Mr. 
Wliite was the choice of the Conserva¬ 
tive convention regularly chosen from 
among the representative men of the 
party, and was^ therefore, entitled to 
the best support of all who wished the 
cause prosperity. Had any other gen¬ 
tleman been nominated, lie (Mr. Pat¬ 
terson) would, have given him his 
hearty support, as also would Mr. 
White. It was the duty of the electors 
to rally to the polls next Tuesday and 
use their best efforts for the success of 
their candidate, regardless of their 
nationality, creed, or any sectional 
feeling. They must not allow any 
sense of security to keep them from 
the discharge of their duty, but should 
roll up such n majority in favor of 
Mr. White os would show the Ontario 
Government that they also stand con¬ 
demned in the eyes of the people like 
their late allies at Ottawa. (The 
speaker resumed his seat amidst loud 
and continued applause). 

Mr. White hardly knew how to ex¬ 
press his gratitude for the manner in 
which his health bad been proposed 
and received. He, however, could 
quite understand the feeling of 
the assembly over their recent vic¬ 
tory. The honor showered upon 
nim (Mr. White) this evening w-as 
because lie was the standard bear¬ 


er of tile great Liberal Conservative 
party in North Essex; this was why 
there was such enthusiasm. He had 
always from his youth endeavored to 
advance the interests of the purty, 
that had the welfare of the country at 
heart. The emblem he saw before 
him. “The glorious 17th of Sep¬ 
tember," showed tlie country had 
appreciated the administration of the 
Conservative party, and that it regret¬ 
ted the fall of Sir John's admin¬ 
istration by a foul blow in Nov¬ 
ember, 1873. They were, therefore, 
called back to conduct the affairs of 
the country as they had conducted 
them in years past. The country had 
learned to know, that the accusations 
against Sir John were unfounded and 
unfair—that he had nothing but the 
good of the country at heart in adver¬ 
sity as well as in prosperity. He (Mr. 
W.) would not address the assemblage 
at too great a length, but on these sub¬ 
jects he could speak for hours. Being 
the Conservative standard bearer, at 
this election he regretted lie could 
not l>e personally at all of the 
meetings called in his behalf, on ac¬ 
count of the short time allowed 
him. The meeting to-night was 
an acknowledgment of the sym¬ 
pathy of the party for the principles 
they so much admired. In being the 
the standard bearer, he was simply the 
choice of the party. He had not 
sought the position, as he always 
preferred to fight as a soldier in the 
ranks, and if another had been select¬ 
ed, no one would have worked harder 
than lie himself to secure his return. 
He would, while tlieir standard 
bearer, whether victorious or other¬ 
wise, do nothing to bring discredit 
the laurels already won or on the old 
flag. He would always endeavoi 
conduct himself in such a way as to 
commend himself to the good will of 
his friends. He eschewed person¬ 
alities and approved of discussing 
all questions on the broad basis 
of principles and principles alone. He 
trusted the electors would go forward 
on Tuesday and assert their indepen¬ 
dence and east their ballots for him, 
their standard bearer, as he felt satis- 
. fled they would not reverse the verdict 
they had so recently given. In 
doing so, it was not for him alone they 
were casting their ballots, it was foi 
themselves—he was simply a represen¬ 
tative. If he made promises he would 
endeavor to carry them out when in 
his position in the House. He knew the 
people would not allow their majority 
to be reduced, ns this would encour¬ 
age the Grits and the Grit party to 
believe there was a reaction in North 
Essex in favor of Gritism and Grit 
principles. A sound majority now 
would show the people what the po¬ 
litical principles of the county were, 
and settle the battle which is to be 
fought at the general election. His 
opponent desired to impress on the 
electors that there should be no poli¬ 
tics in the Ontario House, while it 
might suit him to take that position 
the facts a i o against him. There were 


the present instance the doings of the 
Government in one House were sim- 
ly overshadowing the evils of the 
other, in the actions of the last live 
years, the Government at Ottawa was 
overshadowing the doings of the 
Government at Toronto, the latter 
was, therefore, partially secluded from 
view, and had pass hI measures which 
were quite as mischievous as those of 
the Ottawa Government. In past 
tests he had always struck from the 
shoulder, and was striking now from 
the shoulder though unable to attend all 
meetings. The House at Toronto had 
exclusive control over all local legisla¬ 
tion-hospitals, asylums, prisons, chari¬ 
ties and institutions of that character— 
as well as exclusive right to legislate ii 
regard to our municipal institutions 
which form so important a part in the 
prosperity of our country, and also in 
all educational matters which are, per¬ 
haps more interesting to our people 
than any other subject—local works 
and contracts, the administration of 
justice, and all matters relating to pro¬ 
perty and civil rights—and it 

was, therefore, the duty of the elec¬ 
tors to send such men there as would 
discriminate properly on the legislation 
referring to all these important sub¬ 
jects. The present incumbents had 
promised economy, and in almost every 
case they had increased the expendi¬ 
tures. They had condemned coa¬ 
litions and formed them; they had 
demanded an election law and had 
had cried for purity of elections, but 
their own friends had violated the 
election law to such an extent that 
this pure Government had to pass a 
whitewashing bill to save them from 
the penalties incurred and to restore 
to them their franchize and privileges. 
Such a thing as a whitewashing bill 
was never heard of until these purists 
came to power in our land. It stands 
on our statute books rs a monument 
of disgrace and a dark spot on our 
fair fame. They had established dan¬ 
gerous precedents, W'hich would for all 
time work injurious results. 
It was the duty of the people to 
mark their disapprobation of the 
Government now that they had an op¬ 
portunity. Every Grit in the Hiding 
would supportMr. Rankin, who was will¬ 
ing to supportMowat with all his respon¬ 
sibility. The people wanted no Jump- 
Jim-Crow in politics; they wanted a 
man they could always put their hands 
on, and know where to find him. 
Were he elected with a good majority, 
after the session he and his friend Mr. 
Patterson would visit them to ac¬ 
knowledge the favors they done them, 
and after thanking them again he 
resumed his seat.

Of these 151 
were males; 56 males and 14 females 
were natives of Canada; 20 males and 
2 females were of English birth; 21 
males and 7 females were of Irish; 4 
males and no females were of Scotch; 
50 males and 18 females were born 
the United States; and no males 
and 4 females were from other coun¬ 
tries. There were 65 married men, 81 
single and 5 widowers; 14 married 
women, 24 single and 7 widows. Of 
the men 79 were temperate and 72 
intemperate; and of the women 15 
were temperate and 30 intemperate.—

fined on account of insanity. Of the 
total number 39 were without any 
education; 22 equld read only; 131 
could read and write imperfectly; and 
4 cotila'ffead and v(rite well.

RAILWAY CONDUCTORS. 

Their Duties, Dangers, and Great 
Responsibilities. 

The occupation of railway train con¬ 
ductor is one of those that men who 
depend upon the labor of their hands 
for support are apt to look to as par¬ 
ticularly desirable, a life filled with 
pleasing incidents, enviable authority, 
and opportunity for constant enjoy¬ 
ment. Only one important feature is 
left out of the popular estimate—the 
ever present and all-pervading respon¬ 
sibility, which all the time and every¬ 
where accompanies the incumbent of 
that coveted position. Truly, the con¬ 
ductor’s laugh is as hearty and his face 
as habitually smiling as any man’s, 
and more so than most men’s, it is like- 
ly but not because he has less of care, 
or that nothing like drudgery ever 
weighs upon him. He moves about 
from place to place, but the sameness 
of the route and the employment be¬ 
comes as really monotonous, and is as 
little relieved by the circumstances of 
constantly meeting new faces, as is 
that of the night watchman who paces 
up and down the streets in all weath¬ 
ers. His position does not secure him 
against pains, and aches, or that weari¬ 
ness and excitability of mind and body 
which render him at times, in common 
with other men, almost unfit to meet 
his fellows in business association; but 
the responsibilities of his place relent¬ 
lessly insist that he shall make no sign 
of all this inward disquiet, and, if dis¬ 
aster overtake his train, he can offer no 
excuse that will be received if it grows 
out of any personal indisposition. No 
man envies a conductor his position 
when he sees his train telescoped and 
lying by the side of the track it should 
occupy, a hopeless wreck, out fiom 
which protrude arms and legs and 
mangled bodies, heads with eyes glazed 
and set wide open, which, when the 
conductor looks upon, he shudders, as 
though, whether justly or not, his call 
to doom had come. The man who 
providentially has placed in his hands 
as a sacred trust the property of confid¬ 
ing men and women, of widows and 
orphans, is called to a trust certainly 
not unaccompanied with responsibility; 
but he who receives into his charge at 
once hundreds of human lives, which 
he may endanger or wreck by a single 
indiscretion, or in the indulgence of 
one propensity other than upright, to 
how much greater account will he be 
called if by neglect or folly disaster 
follow ? 

AUTHORITY ON A TRAIN. 

Having taken charge of a train on 
the point of starting from a terminus, 
the conductor is supreme in authority 
upon and over it until it reaches its 
destination. It is true that the en¬ 
gineer has certain responsibilities of 
his own, among which is included the 
matter of “making time” or arriving 
at and leaving intermediate stations in 
accordance with a fixed schedule, and 
running the train into the last station 
at a precise minute previously fixed; 
but in controlling his movements to 
meet this requirement he is subject to 
the action of the conductor, who may 
seriously' Interfere, With or without 
just cause, with the engineer’s perform¬ 
ances. This will be noticed further on. 
When the conductor gives the signal 
for starting the train, then and there 
only must it be put in motion, and if 
he chooses to stop it two seconds after¬ 
wards, or at the lapse of half a minute, 
or anywhere between stations, neither 
engineer nor others have the right to 
thwart his will. He is supposed to 
know, and unless somebody other than 
himself has blundered, he does know 
all important circumstances connected 
with his running. If excursion trains 
are out, he knows where he shall look 
for or pass them; he knows if any en¬ 
gine is “running wild” so as to cross 
his path; he understands all the points 
where he may expect, where he ought 
in fact to meet other regular trains, and 
he knows when and where he has the 
right to the road over which he travels, 
and under what circumstances to grant 
it to other trains. He knows jnst how 
long he may stop at a station without 
losing time, and he has a realizing sense 
of all the endless forms of disputes 
which may arise either with train or 
road hands, or passengers,and how to set 
tie them. There are many other things 
he takes into account which his passen¬ 
gers never dream of, and which his 
associates on the train feel little or no 
responsibility about, although they are 
alert in such affairs as a matter of self 
interest. He can tell by his sense 
of hearing whether all is right, or rath¬ 
er, if anything is wrong among the 
wheels or mechanism beneath the 
train upon which he rides. When 
he passes over a bad place in the 
road he knows pretty nearly what 
makes it bad, and whether it has 
grown worse since he last passed it, 
and whether he should give additional 
warning concerning it at headquarters. 
In short, in all these matters he is sup¬ 
posed to know,and generally does know, 
just what it ought h> be, and he has 
lull authority to make everything and 
everybody conform to this knowledge. 
Moreover, he knows—and this lie must 
not only know, but never forget—how 
to be a gentleman, even under the 
most trying circumstances. 

MAKING TIME. 

Few people feel as do the conductor 
and engineer the importance of mak¬ 
ing time with a train, although most 
people are ready enough to notice and 
censure any omission to do this. Sup¬ 
posing a half-minute be lost at a star 
tion, and there are fourteen intermedi¬ 
ate stations between termini, it is 
clear that about seven minutes would 
be lost in the trip from this cause alone, 
supposing only the usual trip rate of 
speed was run by the train. The con¬ 
ductor and engineer ought to be, and 
generally are, upon pretty good terms, 
and if time is thus lost the engineer 
will make it up between stations some¬ 
where, unless indeed, he has reasons 
for not doing so which would be like¬ 
ly in some way to be connected with 
his relations with his conductor. Un¬ 
der ordinarv circumstances the con- 
uctor 4 would not, however, lose a half¬ 
minute, or any time at all, at interme¬ 
diate stations. On some trips, say 
those on Saturday evening, when peo- 


going home for Sunday, or any 
special occasions, such as will readily 
present themselves to the reader,stop¬ 
page at stations must be prolonged to 
accomodate unusual travel; but your 
really energetic conductor, who knows 
his business and has a reputation for 
making time, has a sort of magnetism 
and a persuasive way with him which 
make people step about lively, and 
jump off and on a train in a manner 
business-like, while it is not at all dan¬ 
gerous. It is the slow, sluggish conduc¬ 
tor who never leaves exactly on time, 
that is perpetually leaving passengers. 
Promptness!. n word and action on the 
part of a conductor will always insure 
prompt movement all along the line 
where he is known. One can find 
plenty of season ticket holders who 
would walk leisurely down to their 
depot, even if they were conscious of 
being a full minute behind time, when 
a certain train was to be taken; but if 
the hour set was that for another train 
they would turn around and 
walk home when it was found 
that they were ten seconds behind. 
There is that much difference in con¬ 
ductors, and their disposition soon be¬ 
comes accurately known and their 
movements estimated. 

DUTIES AT STATIONS. 

Only courtesy dictates to a conduct- 
• that he shall delay starting his 
train to accomodate a passenger ap¬ 
proaching in full view of a station 
while the rules by which he is sup-, 
' to be governed forbid, or, at 


feast/do not sanction his doing so, and occur • 


the time lost in waiting must be made 
up by the engineer, who, after all, is 
the person wronged in the transaction, 
as he is responsible, to a great degree, 
for making time, and his reputation 
depends upon doing so, while his place 
depends upon his reputation. If he 
has a powerful engine, however, and 
appreciates and is on good terms with 
his conductor, he will not grumble at 
finding the latter disposed to be accom¬ 
modating, andwill second his intentions. 
But here again it is noticed that in 
most instances conductors known to 
dally in this manner for passengers 
have often to do so, while, somehow, 
the prompt conductor seldom has occar 
sion to do so. The connection is obvious, 
and need not be explained.

The man who 
did actually perform the mischievous 
action thought he was doing a- good 
deed, and knew nothing of the risk he 
had taken. But that made no differ¬ 
ence as far as results are coucemed. 
Supposing, then, that every one should 
use his own judgment in regard to 
pulling up a train, how much of safety 
could be counted upon in any case, 
since combinations of circumstances 
fully as singular as this are liable to 


OTHER PHASES. 

To be sure, there is, however, the 
jolly side to the conductor’s life, and 
when everything runs smoothly and 
harmoniously his experiences are c6n- 
stantly varying, and there is a fund of 
droll incident and singular events to 
be drawn upon for his delectation 
which can hardly occur in many occu¬ 
pations. He meets and comes in con¬ 
tact with all sorts of characters, aid, 
while often they-seriously perplex him, 
the trouble they cause is not unmixed 
with amusement. A conductor oi 
good ability and judgment, who means 
to do right, and can safely be trusted 
to do so of his own accord, is not much 
hampered by rules and practically h;is

.STOPPING a tr ain. 

_ Je are a few cases wherein a pas¬ 
senger is warranted in pulling the 
cord which runs through the whole 
length of a passenger train, since such 
proceeding stops the train as speedily 
as possible, and if the practice should 
become general, or was of frequent 
occurrence, great confusion and trouble 
would result. As a rule, this bell-cord 
is entirely under the control of the 
conductor, and should be used only by 
him or with his sanction. To be sure, 
if one saw a person fall from the plat¬ 
form, or found a car to be on fire, or 
was cognizant of some circumstance of 
equal importance, pulling the rope 
would be justifiable, and censure would 
not be likely to follow where reasona¬ 
ble persons were interested. But the 
action may not be unaccompanied by 
extreme peril, and that without the 
ken of the person stopping the train, as 
the following will illustrate; On the 
Old Colon v Road, during the time 
when the steamboat express train left 
Boston for Fall River at 5: 30 P. M., a 
train bound for Plymouth, from Boston, 
rolled into the depot at South Brain¬ 
tree about six o’clock, on time and all 
right. Due about the same time, but 
on this occasion a few minutes late, 
the train from Cape Cod, bound for 
Boston, rolled in on the side of the 
same depot. The two trams usually 
waited for an interchange of mails and 
passengers, the operation being per¬ 
formed in a very short time. It was 
Saturday night, and, as has been said, 
tire Cape was just a little late. The 
steamboat express was within a minute 
or two of being due, but always came 
on time. The Plymouth train stood 
upon the roadway over which the ex¬ 
press would have to pass, and the lat¬ 
ter made no stop, nor even slackened 
speed. Immediately after leaving the 
depot the Plymouth train would 
branch off to the left and take another 
track, leaving all clear for the express 
to go down the same road over wliieli 
the Cape train had just come. The 
conductor of the Plymouth train gave 
the signal to his engineer when he 
knew he ought no longer to stand there, 
although he had ample time to get his 
train clear off in season. The train 
was eleven cars, or something over 500 
feet long. It started, and had cleared 
half its length upon its own track when 
the bell-cord was jerked, and the train 
was stopped as speedily as possible. 
Fully one-lialf the cars were now di¬ 
rectly in the track of the coming ex¬ 
press, which would not be able to see 
them until close upon them, and the 
express was due in a few seconds. 
The conductor had not pulled the cord; 
he did not know who had. He was 
fully impressed with the importance 
of the situation; but-what should he 
do? For all he knew, in the darkness 
half a dozen women or children were 
under the wheels of liis train, or some 
his rear cars were off the track. If 
he should undertake to go through the 
train, long before he could reach the 
rear the express would be down upon 
them. He jumped upon the depot 
platform and called aloud to know who 
had stopped his train. “I did,” replied 
a gentlemanly season-ticket-holder, 
who stood upon a car platform. “What 


fiable to “beat” whenever it can be 
done, he is generally shrewd enough to 
escape the application of the processes, 
but sometimes he finds matters alto¬ 
gether beyond his best ideas. A cer¬ 
tain conductor on the Old Colon Road, 1 
who, it is safe to say, would make no 
mistake in collecting his fares—or ac¬ 
counting for them, either—and who, 
while his heart is open to sympathy 
for any case of distress, does not gen¬ 
erally allow himself to be beaten,came 
out at the little end in the matter of 
fare with a passenger, in this wise; 
Entering a car one afternuon on a 
down trip he saw the passenger sittit*, 
upon one of the side seats behind the 
car door. Upon calling for his ticket 
the conductor found that his passenger 
was drunk, or so nearly so as to make 
l«m thoroughly well sutisfjted \tt14t 
everything was “all right,” ticket or 
no ticket. The latter felt and fumbled 
first in one pocket and then in another, 
assuring the other all the time that he 
knew he had one somewhere, which 
statement the experience of the con¬ 
ductor compelled him to discredit. 
Seeing a jug resting upon the seat by 
the side of the boozy passenger, and 
connecting it with his customer’s con¬ 
dition, the officer said: “Nevermind, 

I will take this jug, and when I come 
back in the morning you can meet the 
train at your place, pay your fare, and 
redeem it.” “All right!” hiccoughed 
the satisfied passenger, who had no 
more to say until he was assisted off 
the train at the station where he be¬ 
longed. Such things had happened be¬ 
fore within the knowledge of that con¬ 
ductor, and he had usually found that 
the person thus deprived of a piece of 
property of singular value was on hand 
at the next train to claim its return. 
But not so in this case, nor was the jug 
ever claimed; and it was not until 
months afterwards that the conductor 
found that the jug did not belong to 
the drunken man, but to a passenger 
who sat upon the next seat near him, 
who had placed the article thus where 
it would ride easily, but who did not 
care to claim ownership after the car 
had become filled with passengers, 
whose attention had been drawn that 
way by the conversation. The man’s 
willingness to have the property held 
was thus accounted for, and he owes 
his fare to-day.

Good Cologne Recite.—O il of lav¬ 
ender 12 drachms, oil of rosemary 4 
drachms, essence of lemon 12 drachms, 
oil of cinnamon 24 drops, alcohol spir¬ 
its of wine l gallon; shake well and 
place in the sun for a fortnight; do not 
allow it to be out in thedew, and have 
a care that the alcohol wine is pure and 
good. 

To keep Stoves from Rusting.— 
Dissolve half an ounce of camphor in 
one pound of lard, skim off the scum, 
mix as much blacklead as will give 
the mixture an iron color, or, during a 
warm, dry day put on red lead in boil¬ 
ed oil. 

Gloss for Shirt Bosoms— Pour one 
pint of boiling water on two ounces of 
white gum-arabic powder; cover and 
let it stand over night: in the morning 
drain carefully from the dregs into a 
clean bottle; cork and keep for use. 
Add a tablespoon of this water to a 
pint of ordinary fine starch. 

Waffles. — Two cups of milk, two 
eggs, three cups of flour, one teaspoon¬ 
ful cream tartar and one-half cup of 
soda, one teaspoonful of salt, one tea¬ 
spoonful melted butter; sift the cream 
tartar into the flour with the salt. 
Dissolve the soda in a little hot water; 
beat the eggs well; add the flour last. 

If too stiff add more milk. 

Tea Biscuit. —One and a half pints 
of milk, a little more than milk warm; 
mix in a sufficient quantity of flour to 
make a thin batter; add a tablespoonful 
of lard and a tablespoonful of butter 
nearly melted, a large teaspoonful of 
salt and a small teacup of yeast; beat 
in flour until stiff enough to knead; 
knead well for fifteen minutes, using 
as little flour aS possible. Set away to 
raise in a warm place. Dough set at 
10 o’clock in the morning will be rea¬ 
dy by 6 in the evening to roll lightly, 
out; then set to raise in the tins for 
twenty minutes or half an hour before 
baking. 

To Clean a Carpet.— An excellent 
way to cleans carpet and brighten the 
colors is to wash it with beef-gall in a 
little warm water. Use a hand scrub¬ 
bing-brush and wipe off with a cloth 
and clear water. Wash a small piece 
at a time, to avoid too much wetting. 

Pot-Pie Crust—T o each cup of 
gcod rich buttermilk add one-half tea¬ 
spoonful of soda, a little salt and mix 
as thin as you can conveniently roll 
out. Cut like biscuit. Put it into the 
pot while the liquid is boiling, cover 
it tightly and cook slowly but steadily 
for about an hour. 

Beef Broth and Norfolk Dump¬ 
lings. —Put two pounds of lean beef 
from the neck (cost 12 cents) in two 
and a half quarts of cold water to boil; 
skim as soon as it boils, and add a level 
tablespoonful of salt, half a teaspoon¬ 
ful of pepper, quarter of a nutmeg 
jrated, a few sweet herbs, and half a 
lozen cloves, (cost of seasoning 2 cents;) 
boil gently for one hour. At the end 
of a quarter of an hour make as follows 
some Norfolk dumplings: Mix by sift¬ 
ing together one pound of flour, o»e 
teaspoolful of salt, and two of 
baking-Aowder. (cost 3 efents,)-make 
into a d ft dough wltlivoa?? egg, => 
pint of\ iilk, and a very little water, 
(cost 4 cents,) and drop them by the 
tablespoonful in the soupl; be careful 
that the pot does not stop boiling, or 
the dumplings will be heavy. At the 
eud of three-quarters of an hour stir 
together over the fire in a large sauce¬ 
pan one ounce each of butter and flour 
(cost 2 cents,) and when they are mea¬ 
ly browned, gradually add, and mix 
with an egg-whip or large fork, a pint 
of the boiling soup. Take up the meat

The Wonderftil Agophone. 


SIMPLE INSTRUMENT TO COLLECT 
DISTANT SOUNDS AND CARRY THEM 
WITHOUT LOSS OF VOLUME. 


An English householder, who has 
suffered much from the grasping pro¬ 
pensities of his landlord, being desir¬ 
ous of fulfilling to the letter the terms 
of his tenancy, inserts the following 
advertisement in the newspapers: 
“Wanted immediately, to enable me 
to leave the house which I have fo 
these last five years inhabited, in the 
same plight and condition in which I 
found it, 500 live rats, for which I will 
gladly pay the sum of five pounds ster 
ling; and as I cannot leave the farm 
attached thereto in the same order in 
which I got it without at least five 
millions of dockPns, I do hereby prom¬ 
ise to pay the same for said number of 
dockens. N. B.— 1 The rats must be full 
grown and no cripples.” 


One of the defects of Edison's tele¬ 
phone, with its complexities of electric 
battery, disks, and mouth and ear 
tubes, is in its inability to receive oth¬ 
er sounds than those uttered directly 
into the mouth-p ece, or emit those car¬ 
ried with sufficient force to be heard 
again at a greater distance than an 
inch or two from the ear tube. This 
defect was partly remedied when Mr. 
Edison invented his microphone, an 
instrument which magnifies sound. 
The whole is very complicated, howev- 
ever, and fails to reproduce sounds 
in their original strength or volume, or 
to receive sounds which are not espec¬ 
ially directed against the disk of the 
receiving instrument. 

itfis not a little strange that the on¬ 
ly important improvement upon the 
telephone, by which sounds uttered at 
large in a room can be gathered up, 
transmitted, and as loudly diffused 
again, should have been perfected in a 
country village by men who make no 
pretensions whatever as scientists. 
The professor takes the longest 
way around, and the school-boy finds 
the shortest way home. 

Mr. Israel D. Jewett, of Saint Omer, 
Decatur Co., Ind., has perfected an in¬ 
strument which, without the aid of 
electricity, carbons or any complex ma¬ 
chinery, is working satisfactorily over 
a line about a quarter of a mile in 
length, and has worked with equal sat¬ 
isfaction over a line three-quarters of 
a mile in length. 

When the reporter entered the “cu¬ 
riosity shop” of the Messrs. Jewett, he 
found a group of neighbors gathered 
in the store listening to a conversation 
between the Elder Jewett in the store 
and his wife at their residence on the 
hill, quarter of a mile away. Mr. Jew¬ 
ett was leaning against the edge of the 
counter, three or four feet in front of 
the little instrument attached to the 
case of Postoffice boxes, and which 
seemed to be nothing more than a 
square wooden box, the front end open, 
and the rear connected with a fine wire 
running through the window. He 
spoke in a natural and easy tone, ap¬ 
parently directing his words to some 
other object than the instrument. The 
replies came back with sucli distinct¬ 
ness that they were understood equal¬ 
ly as well in the farthest corner of the 
store as at the mouth of the instru¬ 
ment. Mr. Jewett then asked Mrs. 
Jewett to sing, and the words of the 
pretty hymn “Over There” filled the 
room. The only difference apparent 
between the tone as heard and the orig¬ 
inal was that it seemed to have been 
uttered in an adjoining room, through 
an open door. Mr. Jewett after¬ 
ward went up home, and by request of 
his son, took a seat about eight feet 
distant from the agophone and played 
the “Arkansas Traveler” on his violin. 
Every note was heard distinctly on 
the street ten or fifteen feet in front of 
the (Aug store, and in the rear yard, 
which was separated by another room 
from the drug store. Mrs. J ewett then 
played an air on an organ, standing 
back of the agophone eiglit or ten feet, 
and every note was heard by all in the 
drug store with equal distinctness. For 
a surprise to Mrs. Jewett she was 
asked to listen, and a lighted firecrack¬ 
er was placed in the box of the instru¬ 
ment. When it exploded the laughing 
of the inmates of the house was dis¬ 
tinctly heard. “Did you hear any¬ 
thing?” was the query from the store. 
“I should think I did!” was the reply. 
“This isn’t Fourth of July!” A lazy 
boy was then sent up to the house with 
half a dozen firecrackers to experiment 
with there, and the lazy hoy picked up 
another lazy boy on the way and pro¬ 
ceeded to the house. While the party 
in the drug store waited, possibly it 
was the recent instantaneous trans¬ 
mission of sound between the two 
buildings that suggested the thought, 
it seemed as if it takes two lazy hoys 
together just twice as long to perform 
a given errand as it would, take one lar 
zy boy. When they reached the house, 
the party in the drug store heard the 
door close upon them, the conversation 
between the three as to the purpose of 
the errand, the footsteps upon the floor 
as the boy proceeded to the instrument, 
and then the explosion, almost as loud 
as that occurring in the drug store. 
Then the character of the exhibition 
was changed, and Mrs. Jewett was 
heard sweeping the floor. A whisper¬ 
ed conversation was then carried on, 
the speaker in the drug store standing 
about two feet in front of the instru¬ 
ment, and the replies were distinctly 
heard. A watch placed in the box was 
heard ticking at the other end. Then 
the experimenters tapped with a lead 
pencil on each box in an effort to keep 
time, and the only difference in time 
between the taps was that of the in¬ 
stant occupied in the transmission of 
sound. Then Mr. Jewett called a lit¬ 
tle girl to the box at his residence, and 
from the drug store proceeded to carry 
on a brief conversation with her. After 
a while he said: “There’s a gentleman 
here near the box; send him down a 
kiss, for my sake.” “Oh! I don’t be¬ 
lieve I have any.” “Yes you have; 
send it along like a good little girl.” 
“Do 1 know him?” “No; he’s from the 
city.” “Does he chew tobacco?” “No, 
I don’t believe he does. ” “Does he 
smoke ?” “Ahem! well, I can’t say as 
to that.” “I—I don’t like to.” “Yes, 
Bend it along!” and immediately after¬ 
ward two or three osculatory smacks 
resounded through the drug store to 
the amusement of the spectators. 

Other experiments show that sound 
was transmitted equally well when 
diffused through a number of terminal 
instruments. 

An examination of the instrument 
itself reveals nothing to indicate its 
peculiar power to gather up sounds, 
carry and diffuse them. The receiver 
is a mere wooden box, about the size 
of a cigar box cut in two. The open 
front end is adorned with a narrow- 
border of gilt frame, the sides are of 
black walnut, the back of thin iron 
plate. About an inch forward of the 
iron plate, and filling up the sides of 
the box, is a disk or sounding board of 
white pine, with an opening about an 


inch in diameter in the center. From 
the center of this opening a small fun¬ 
nel of copper plate extends back 
through the sheet iron plate, and an 
inch ot so beyond, where it receives 
and. fits closely around a thin brass 
wire. About two yards of brass w ire 
are need at either end of the line, the 
intense (Bate connection being of cop¬ 
per wire.- Mr. Jewett calls this funnel 
—but improperly it may be said—the 
“vibrator:” If there be any vibrator 
about the agophone, it is probably the 
whole wire. There may be some se 
cret, which the inventor is disposed to 
conceal, in the construction of the box, 
but it is more probable that the suc¬ 
cessful working is due more to the per¬ 
fect conductive power of the combina¬ 
tion of metals in the wires and the 
radiating power of the box. Whatever 
it is the inventor will keep it to him¬ 
self until the arrival, at least, of his 
letters patent. So far as experiments 
have gone, this agophone is a vast im¬ 
provement upon the telephone. The 
only difference between its operation 
on the short and that on the longer 
wire appeared to be, that on the short¬ 
er the vibrations of sound were closer 
together, and, therefore, less distinct. 
Onj’the longer >vire they were more 
regular, and seemed to he transmitted 
with greater naturalness. The Messrs. 
Jewett are preparing to extend a line 
from their drug store down to St. Paul. 
This will give a better test than has 
been made so far, but the capacity of 
tjae instrument for transmitting sounds 
greater distances without the aid of 
electricity remains to be proven.— Cin¬ 
cinnati Gazette. _ 
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Sponges. 


While handling sponge in its pre¬ 
pared state, as we see it in shops, it is 
difficult to believe that it belongs to 
the animal kingdom. Sponge, how¬ 
ever, is not the animal itself, but only 
its skeleton, or frame work, as it were. 
That which constitutes the living por¬ 
tion of the animal is removed in pre¬ 
paring the sponge for market. The 
animal proper covers this framework, 
and is of a jelly-like nature, like that 
of other low forms of animal life. Va¬ 
rious openings and channels allow the 
passage of water through all parts of 
the mass, and the gelatinous portion is 
furnished with microscopic hairs, 
wjiicli are capable of rapid motion, and 
by their means water is drawn into 
and forced out of the sponge. When 
divided, the living sponge seems to 
suffer no inconvenience, hut each part 
sets up on its own account, lives on as 
if nothing had happened, and it be¬ 
comes two sponges. 

Among the most curious of the 
sponges are those known as the glass- 
rope sponge, and the exquisite struc¬ 
ture called Venus’s flower-basket, both 
productions of the Eastern seas, which 
were for a long time great puzzles to 
naturalists. There are over two hun¬ 
dred and fifty species of sponge found 
iii different parts of the world. They 
are mostly marine, though a few are 
found in fresh water. The best sponge 
of commerce is found in the Mediter¬ 
ranean, and is known as Turkey or 
Smyrna sponge; this is obtained by 
divers. Bahama or West India sponge 
is coarser, and is sold at a much less 
price. Much sponge is gathered off 
the coast of Southern Florida. Indeed, 
the Florida sponge fisheries furnish 
employment to many men and boats. 

The sponge is gathered by means of 
a long pole, with two and sometimes 
three hooks upon the end. This is 
thrust down into the sponge, which 
can be distinctly seen in the clear 
water at the depth of thirty feet. As 
the fisherman must see the sponge, he 
can successfully work only in clear 
and smooth water. They obviate the 
roughness by throwing upon the sur¬ 
face oil made from the sharks that 
abound in these waters, or by a pane of 
glass set into a box or bucket; this 
they place on the surface, and use as a 
spy-glass. The large schooners come 
to anchor, and send out small boats to 
fish; but when the wind is not too 
strong, the smaller craft sail about, 
with a man on the forepart, on the 
look-out for the sponge; they also have 
their small boats. The sponge, after it 
is gathered, is allowed to remain in the 
sun two or three days to die. The 
gelatinous matter that is in them de¬ 
cays, and they are then washed, 
bleached, and baled for the market.

Hut or of the Review. 

"Dear Sir, — I woidd ask the use of 
your columns to draw the attention of 
our townspeople to a matter of to 
them considerable interest, viz.: the 
location of the proposed Government 
building. Before taking up the sub¬ 
ject, however, I would like to remind 
the public of the pennv-wisc, pound- 
foolish policy that guided our City 
Fathers of years gone by, who, by the 
way, were mostly of the Grit persuasion, 
and point out the way in which want 
of broad views, foresight, and faith in 
our future has actually dwarfed and 
injured that future, and laid burdens on 
us greater than were necessary. As wit¬ 
ness the location of the Water Works 
buildings, on rented grounds at the 
mercy of the Great Western Railway 
authorities; the erecting of our Cen¬ 
tral School on Government ground 
(subject to appropriation for military 
purposes at any moment), in the cen¬ 
tre of what should be one of our finest 
avenues ; the failure to secure at an 
early period grounds for a market, 
ward schools, a park, and so on ; the 
short-sightedness of not early adopting 
a plan for our town, so that streets 
running east and west be not like the 
hind legs of a dog and require thou¬ 
sands of dollars to straighten; and also 
the failure to secure, when property 
was cheap, sufficient avenues to the 
river. These are instances of want of 
what the Yankee would call “cute¬ 
ness ” in our past Grit Councillors; and 
now, forsooth, the same narrow- 
viewed, picayune policy is being ap¬ 
plied in the selection of a site for a 
Government building. As the hamlet 
grew to a village, the village became a 
town, and the town approached the 
importance of a city, this policy pre¬ 
vailed, and we are to-day in a complete 
muddle, with scarcely a public build¬ 
ing entirely under our control or lo¬ 
cated so as to be an ornament and 
pride. 

Now for the matter at issue. The site 
selected may be convenient at present 
for a great portion of our people, but 
as the town grows to the east, west 
and south, a point more southerly will 
become more convenient; and if the 
street railway is ever to become a 
thoroughfare from Sandwich to Walk- 
erville, a point on or near its line will 
gradually become more central. Mr. 
Editor, it seems to me that oqr town 
must soon become of considerable ii 
portance—that in time factories will 
be established on our front, and other 
railways be run into it, and finally 
separated from the county, and so 
its own gaol, court-house, registry of¬ 
fice and so on. If, then, this be our 
future, why not now anticipate such 
condition, and as far as possible pre¬ 
pare for it ? If we look at Toronto, 
Detroit and other places, the post- 
offices are not placed in the midst of 
warehouses, wholesale stores and ship¬ 
ping houses. It may be a little more 
convenient to have the custom-house 

the front, but so far as its use for 
the revenue department, and postofflee 
is concerned, the site selected will 
tainly not answer in the future, 
sides, the system of delivery adopted 
’ i cities will meet any inconvenience 
more southerly, easterly or westerly 
position may entail. I would suggest 
the plan of selling the Central School 
to the Government (especially as it ’ 
on Government ground), and with the 
proceeds build a school elsewhere. 
By this means the ground at present 
enclosed as a school-yard could lie made 
into > k nine park, and so ornament 
that portion of the town, while 
school grounds could be secured cheap¬ 
ly in a less thickly settled and there¬ 
fore healtliier locality. This site 
nearly on the line along which the 
street railway must run in future, wiil 
be more convenient to the mass of in¬ 
habitants who must find homes to the 
south, and is of sufficiently easy access 
to the ferries and railway as not to be 
any more inconvenient to shippers and 
importers than the Detroit custom¬ 
house is. 

In conclusion, Mr. Editor, I would 
suggest that a petition be at once got¬ 
ten up calling on the Government to 
reconsider the selection, and to take 
steps to ascertain the views of the ma- 
, ority of our townspeople on the sub- 
, ect.

Gentlemen,— Yonr special committee 
appointed to take into consideration the 
report of the Finance committee of the 
county council upon the conditions upon 
which a renewal of the town’s separation 
from the jurisdiction of the connty would, 
be granted, bog permission to report as’ 
follows:— 

1st. That having fully considered the 
conditions set forth in the special report 
of the Finance committee of the oounty 
council adopted on the 13th June last, and 
submitted thrempb the conntv clerk to the 
Council of Windsor on the 19th Sep. for 
the withdrawei of the town from the county 
for a second term of five years, we have 
arrived at the opinion that the snid cond¬ 
itions are of a nature to render them 
wholly unacceptable to this couneil. 

2nd. That it b essential, as a ffrat step 
towards reaching a satisfactory under¬ 
standing between the two corporations, 
that a committee nf conference he appoin¬ 
ted by the council of Windsor to meet a 
similor committee to be appointed by tne 
County Cobneil, such committees to dis¬ 
cuss the whole question in all its bearings, 
and if possible agree upon conditions to 
be recommended for adoption by the re¬ 
spective councils 

3rd. That in the event of the said com¬ 
mittee being appointed, and their failing 
to ajree upon conditions; or if tfi^ countv 
council neglect or refuse to appoint a com¬ 
mittee for the above stated purpbse; we 
recommend that the town have recourse to 
arbitration for the settlement of the con¬ 
ditions of separationor five years, or a 
shorter term, as your honorable body may 
deem best, or for a re-union of the town 
with the county.

Two relios of the old New York & Erie 
Railroad have been discovered, framed and 
imDg in the office of John N. Abbott, tbe 
General Passenger Agent of the Erie in 
New York. One is a map ot the line when 
at extended from New York to Dunkirk 
only. There is no date on it, bat it is 
thought to be over thirty yearB old. It was 
reoently found posted on a board fenoe out 
beyond Denver, Col. It is in pretty good 
condition, considering its long exposure. 
A few pieoee are gone from it, and there 
are many weather stains on it, bat the 
railroad system from New England to the 
Mississippi River, as it then existed, 
is clearly shown. The map is printed 
in two odors, blaok and red. It was 
the trinmph of map-printing at that time, 
bat looks arade alongside of the oomplete 
And elaborate maps issued by railroads 
nowadays. Its size is 18 by 36 inches. 
Tbe other relio is a copy of time-table No. 
9 tor the Western Division, which went 
into effeot April 28tb, 1851. This was 
found by Superintendent R. B. Cable, of 
the Susquehanna Division, in a lot ot old 
papers. It is only six inohes square, and 
ia signed “ Chas. Minot, Sup’o.” The 
Western Division extended from Hornells- 
vOle to Dunkirk. A freight train ran eaoh 
way daily the entire distance, and a pas¬ 
senger train eaeh way between HorneUe- 
ville and Cuba. Cuba is fifty-one miles 
from Hornelisville, while Dunkirk is 
seventy-seven miles beyond. Pretty fair 
time was made by tbe passenger train, 
whioh ran frem Hornelisville to Cuba in 
two hours and thirty-five minutes and 
returned in two hoots and fifteen minutes.

And thongh it may sail English historians 
to speak of the Iriah rising in favor of 
JameB II. as a rebellion, Ireland had, a per- 
feol right to act as ehe did, her fealty being 
doe to the orown, not to the Parliament 
of either England or Scotland. Bat 
we need not go two oentnrieB baok in 
orrb-r to illustrate our theory. Wben 
G orae 1Y. made his entranoe into Dublin 
iu 1822 he was reoeived with an enthu¬ 
siasm to whioh no bounds oould be put. 
The prooession in wbiob he formed a part 
from Leith to Edinburgh Castle might be, 
under Sir Walter’s management, 'more 
piotureique, bat the spontaneous oheering 
ot ao exoited orowd all along the route 
from Kingston to Dublin Castle went to 
the king's heart, just as it oame from the 
hearts of those who made themseiveB 
hoarse with bawling. Nor oan her present 
majesty have forgotten the enthusiastic 
weloomo which awaited her on eodb of 
the two oooaeions of her visits to Ireland.

Good and Bad Underclothing* 

A notion eziatu that red ib a particularly 
advantageous oolor to give to the under¬ 
shirts and drawers worn in very oold 
weather. There is no foundation in fact 
for suoh an idea. It has been eaid that the 
dye stuff used for tbe purpose ot produoing 
the oolor iu question is more irritating to 
the skin than the other subetanoes employed, 
but even it thiB were true—and I am 
strongly in dined to question the oorreot- 
ness ot the statement—it would be no 
reason tor using red-oolored undergarments 
iu preference to brown or white. It ie not 
irritation of the ekin that ie wanted when 
we pat on nnderolothing, bnt protection 
from oold and sudden vicissitudes of tem¬ 
perature. When it is neoessary to irritate 
tbe Bkin it ie better to make use of a mus¬ 
tard piaster or blister and not to divert the 
olotbing from its proper objeote. Under- 
olotbing should be made ot white material. 
Theoretically, black wonld be preferable 
for winter use, as it iB a better 
non-oondnotor of heat and a better 
absorber of moisture than any other oolor, 
other things beiDg equal; but it” would 
probably be difficult to get people to clothe 
themselves in olotbiug of this oolpr or to 
find the neoessary articles in the shops. 
It iB tbe fashion now to have all the 
underolotbiDg made of the knit material 
oalled “ stockinet,” bnt I am quite sure 
that flannel shirts and drawers, snoh as 
oar anoeators used, are preferable, tori 
winter ubo, and a mixture ot wool ana 
ootton for summer. The obief objection 
to stookinet is that the garments made of it 
fit too oloaely to tbe skm to be comforta¬ 
ble or to fulfil all the objeota to be obtained 
from underolothing. When, however, tbe 
garments are made ont ot piece goods, and 
expressly for the person who ie to wear 
them, they oannot be so formed bb to 
embraoe the body as tightly as though 
they were made of India rubber. Strata ot 
air, therefore, are formed at various points, 
and these do help -to retain the heat. It 
stookinet be used, the artiolae made' ot it 
should be large and roomy, and should not, 
therefore, fit alose to the sfciu.—J)r, Ham-

The proBpeot that England will be 
denuded ot her wealth in the payment of 
the enormous olaimB of sanguine American 
heirs to (mythical) English estates ie uot 
immediately alarming.

nOW SMALLPOX IS SPREAD. 


MISTAKING THE SCOURGE FOR THE MEASLES. 

The origin ot the reoent o&BeB of small¬ 
pox in Toronto have been traoed to a 
family living in the east end, who believed 
that soma of the members were suffering 
from measles instead of smallpox. The 
Hedioal Health Offioir made an investiga¬ 
tion to discover oonoealed oases. Daring 
the progress of the search, with referenoe to 
one patient, a tailor, who resided on Mit¬ 
chell avenue, and who haB been removed to 
the hospital, it was dicoivered that a girl 
who worked in the same tailoring shop on 
King street had some timo previous to his 
being taken ill left the Bhop alter a rash 
had appeared. The officials found that she 
bad formerly lived with her brother-in-law 
on Broadview avenue, in the east end of the 
City. ' On going to the house Dr, 
Oanniff's assistant found two people 
suffering from smallpox, the young 
woman in question having left, after appar- 
on ly recovering from the disease. The 
persons ill with smallpox in this house on 
Broadview avenue were a sister of the 
tailoress, who oame from a town a few 
miles east of Toronto on a visit, and a 
child, both having.naught the disease from 
the young woman in question. Dr. Oaunifi 
placed the honse in quarantine, and the 
obild, Its mother and the BiBter-in-law were, 
removed to thb smallpox hospital 
night, The father will be dieinfeotpd 
allowed, after a oertain time elapses, to 
pursue his business. For a oouple of days 
past the health authorities have had the, 
case of a man on Hayden street under sur¬ 
veillance, and to-day a smallpox rash has 
made Its appoaranoS on his body. It turns, 
ont that this patient is the proprietor ot 
the tailoring establishment on King street 
where the girl worked. Tbe/hopteiin 
whioh this man liVeS it also in quarantine, 
and.hu was also sent to. the smallpox boa- 
piltl last night.

Mr. John Rey, of East Saginaw, Mioh.. 
writes the Bee Journal: I have obtained 
only half a orop, or thirty-three pounds 
per colony, this astaon. I started " 

and Obtained eleven hundre.' “ ’ 
extracted honey. I have sold 
whioh leavee me sixty-eight; . 
packed in planer ehavioga on' tbe snmmer 
stands. I contracted the most of my 
ookmieB down to seven and some to six 
Langstroth frames, and filled in the Brooe 
and over the brood-frames with ehaviugs. 
My colonies are atroDg In bees, and I .left 
them thirty pounda of bpney par colony to 
winter on, the most of which is white olover 
honey. The past summer I put tin roofi 
OD my hives, and gave them two ooats ot 
point, whioh makee a good roof, aod coats 
pu|y 13 oente per hive. I lost two oolonibs 
last winter just on aooount ot leaky roofs, 
and for the valne of those two colonies I 
oould have roofed one hundred hives. I 
use the roofing tin 20 x28 inohes, and it is 
juBt the size for tho ten frame Langstroth 
hive. I alffaruse hooks tor the oovers of 
every one of my hives. To fasten and 
nnfaiten them is bat tbe work ot a 
moment, and lege trouble than handling a 
large Btone. My hives Btand in the open air 
all the year round, exoept in midsummer, 
when I shade them with a large board, a la 
Heddon ; tor the tin roof draws too muoh 
heat from the son.

The 
Dootor suggests that an andiphone con¬ 
structed on the principle of tbe miorophone 
would prove inestimable to people of 
impaired hearing.

A comparative table ot the strength of the 
merohant navies ot the world whioh has 
just been published in Franoe shows that 
Great Britain possesses 22,500 trading ves¬ 
sels,with an aggregate toonaga ot 11,200.000 
tone. Of these vessels 4,649 are steamers, 
with a tonnage of 5 919 000 Iods, or rather 
more than one-halt tbe grand total of 
burden. The United States makes a very 
bad aeoond, with 6,600 nail and 2,700,000 
tons. Norway has 4.200 vessels, with 
1.500,000 tone, and Germany, whioh comes 
immediately after her, has 3 000 sail, with 
a total of 1,400.000 tons ; France, Italy and 
Roesia bring np the rear, eaoh with less 
than 3.000 vessels. The proportion of 
steamers is, however, of greater importanoe 
than tbe total number ot ships engaged in 
trade, and in this regard Franoe BtandB 
second, although she has hot 458 steamers, 
ot 667,000 tons in all, to England’s 4,649.

A CDRRESSONDENT writes: Probably yonr 
readers will be pleased to hear of an excel¬ 
lent remedy for preserving their bootB from 
crooking, and also tbe luxury of putting on 
every morning both a warm and a dry pair. 

It ie a plan generally adopted by farmers 
in the WeBt, and very preferable to that of 
drying bootB by the fire, whioh very often 
ends in their being burnt, or perhaps the 
leather beoomee to cackled up that it ie 
impossible to get them on tbe following 
morniDg. At night time, when the boots 
are taken eff, they are filled with hot oats, 
oats being preferable to any other grain, as 
they retain the heat so muoh longer. The 
oats during the day-time are kept in a bag 
close to the fire, or else in the oven otf* l»l 
them be ever so hot, they do cot, lujdvw 
leather, but preserve the shape of ttie < . 

either long or short ones, besides which, 
when any grease or dressing is required it 
oan be so muoh better applied when the 
boots are full of oats. 

Vest interesting faots in connection with 
1|bs infinenos of occupation upon mortality 
are given in the supplement ot the forty- oontrary 
fifth report of the British RigiBter-Gen- * 
eral. It is proved that on the average the 
agrionlturieia have a comparative mortality 
figure of 644, the shop-keepers of 877, and 
the tailors, hatters, printers and book¬ 
binders of 1,088 Ltvihj; in a vitiated 
atmospnere seriously affects the respair- 
tory organs. The mortality from diseases 
of these organs and from phthisis, taken 
together, is 188 for the fishermen and 1S7 
for the agrionlturistB, while for drapers and 
grooers it averages 857, and for tailors and 
printers 549. As drapers live in a more 
vitiated air than grooers, and printers than 
tailors, so tha mortality in these several 
trades corresponds to the differences in 
eaoh oase. Arranging the various indus¬ 
tries in the order of purity of air the fol¬ 
lowing are the averages ot deaths from 
phthisis aod diseases of tbe respiratory 
system: Fishermen, 190; agriculturists, 

287 ; grooers, 283; drapers, 430 ; tailors, 

471, and printers, 627. As regards obimney 
sweeps, the death rates are tower than in 
the previous record, but still are exceed¬ 
ingly high, and give a comparative mortality 
firure of no less than 1,619. Canoer is a 
'.-..ifio cause of death among obimney; 
sweeps. Out of 242 deaths in whioh the 
oaases were ascertained there were 49 due 
to forms ot maligant disease. This is 
>qu&i to 2(r2 death* from this cause to 
1 "eaths from all oauses ; whereas the 
iiqn of deathB from malignant 

_i to deaths from all oauses among 

males from 25 to 60 years of age in Eng¬ 
land and Wales is only 36 in 1,000. The 
liability of obimney sweeps to malignant 
disease is about eight times as great — * u - 
average liability for all maleB.

A Washington despatoh says: Oongress- 
_anThomaB,:of Illinois, is drafting a Bill 
which in the main will follow thereoom^ 
mondationB contained in Secretary .Whit- 
ney r s report. *, It appropriates^tty miliion 
dollars for the construction of ten vessels 
—two ironclads, three cruisers of the 
Atlanta type and five gunboats. This 
amount does not oover the cost of arming 
the vessels. The gunboats will be of light 
draught, with centreboard to enable them 
to go out to; sea in heavy weather. |Mr. 
Thomas says: Under the treaty stipula- 
tions with Great Britain we are allowed io 
keep but one man-of-war on the lakes.I In 
case of war a great part of our northern 
frontier would be exposed to invasion by 
water. England could send a fleet : ofa 
hundred vessels up the St. Lawrence River 
and enter the lakes without meeting: any 
opposition. Now, if we had these light 
draught gunboats we could Band them in 
case of an emergency through the Erie 
Canal without loss of time. It would not 
be much of a defence, but would be a start 
in the right direction.

Tribute to the Memory the Hefjeaied 

Millionaire—Concourses of Railway 

and Other Magnate*. 

A laat (Friday) night’s New York 
despatoh says: When the funeral of 
Vanderbilt reached Sb. Bartholomew’s 
Protestant Episcopal Church, the deep 
tones of the organ sounding the opening 
measures of Chopin’s M Funeral March *? 
were heard as the procession moved down 
the nave of the crowded ohuroh. Rev. Dr. 
Bamuel Cooke, accompanied by his assist¬ 
ant, Rav. F. W- Olampett, walked in 
advance of the procession, reading portions 
of the Scriptures. Following the coffin 
oame members of the Vanderbilt family, 
headed by Cornelius Vanderbilt and his 
wife. The Bolemn music, the sad faces of 
the bereaved children, the respectful 
silence ot the hundreds of business men 
who had known the dead financier in his 
life-time,.rendered the scene an impressive 
one. There was no pomp or oiroumstanoe 
in the burial service which followed; No 
public man haB been buried with bo little 
of what may be termed “ show,” Upon the 
coffin lid rested a bed of« violets, Mr. 
Vanderbilt’s favorite flower, and two 
leaves of palm. When the body, was 
borne oat of the ohuroh, preceded by 
the pall-bearers, it was followed by 
the family and members of the vestry 
of Bfc. Bartholomew’s. Of th8 family, 
the eldest son, Cornelius Vanderbilt, 
walked first with his wife and three chil¬ 
dren. Among the relatives who came 
after the other sons and daughtors with 
their husbands waB the aged Jaoob Vander¬ 
bilt, brother of the old Commodore. /From 
the oburoh th8 hearse and carriages, pro¬ 
ceeded to West Forty*'Second street,* ®tod 
through tjiat B^reet to .its terminus at 
North River, where the dottege was taken 
on board ferryboats and transferred to 
Staten Island.

The scheme was 
a failure, the plot had been discovered 
and although the machinery of the 
United States steamer Michigan had 
been disabled and the prisoners on 
quivive, the discovery was in time. 
Beall and Burleigh turned the Par¬ 
sons eastward, and, scuttling her near 
the mouth of the Niagara river, left 
her to go over the Palls, Beall was 
captured and subsequently hanged on 
one of the islands in New York bay. 
Burleigh was also taken and lodged 
in Port Delaware, from which he es¬ 
caped and came to Guelphi and after¬ 
wards went to England, The gentle¬ 
men who had acquaintance with Bur¬ 
leigh have been asked to submit affi¬ 
davits of their knowledge of him.

UNITED STATES CHOP BEPOBTS. 

Cern Tatar! I,ower and Wheat Slightly 

Higher than Lul Season. 

The orop report of the U. B. Department 
of Agtiouiture for Deoember gives farm 
prioes of the prinoipal orops. The inoreaee 
in the produot of oorn has reduoed the 
average value of the orop to 33c. per bushel. 
The average value of the previous orop in 
Deoember was 36o. Tbe reduotion is 
largest in the Ohio Valley and tbe South¬ 
ern States. West of tbe Mississippi 
the increase of stock-feeding has corrected 
the tendency to extremely low prioes. As 
compared with former years oorn valueBare 
very low. Tbe prioe of wheat, thongh still 
low, is considerably above last December's 
average, which waB 65c. and at present is 
78 7-10o. The average prioe of barley is 

650., an increase of 7o.; of buckwheat, 66c., 
doorcase of So.; of potatoes, 45o., iDOrease 
of 5o. ; of bay, 18 62 per ton, in plaoe of 
88 17 last year. The average prioe of oats is 

280., tbe aumeae last December. Tbe prioe 
of ootton averages 83c. per pound, whiob 
is 9 mills less than Deoember prioe laBt

LIES DISTANT THUNDER. 

Tbe Bear •< ■ Hem o Vlwc Sweeping 
0ver a Texas Prairie. 

A prairie on fire ia a sight seldom seen 
fay people at the present time, says the 
Cleveland Herald. Mr. B. F. Gardner, ol 
tbe oounty auditor’s offioe, tells ol a thrill¬ 
ing expenenoe be bad noi long ago while 
banting on the plains ol Texas. 

“ We left the railroad and journeyed into 
the interior of the great State on horse¬ 
back,” eaid Mr. Gardner, " with the tall, 
waving grass on every side as far aa the 
eye oould reaoh. We saw evidence of email 
fires from time to time, but we had made 
up our miudB that we would Bee none of the 
fiery element itself. One Sunday we 
stopped for the day at a point about 500 
miles from any railroad. We proceeded to 
make ourselves comfortable for tbe day, 
for we were very tired and we intended to 
take a good rest. Alter breakfast we 
stretched ourselves out on our blankets, 
with the ponies tied a Bbort distacoe away, 
and were taking it as easy as we oould. 

” All at once we beard a terrible noise 
like distant thunder, and jumping up we 
saw a Bight we Bhall never forget. The 
prairie was on fire. For miles and miles, 
as far as we could see, the flames shot up 
in-the air with a deafening roar. The wind 
wab blowing fresh and the fire was ooming 
toward us with tbe swiftness of a railroad 
trim. Looking in the opposite direction 
fr^tt the fire there wss nothing to be seen 
but grass, grass, grass. There was no way 
of escape. The roar of the fire beoame 
louder and louder every minute. Birds 
w<nt screaming by, terrified by the sight 
and sound, aud almost every kind of gams 
a person oould thiDk of weut pell-mell past 
us, screaming, hooting, barking and soreeoh- 
ing, oaring for nothing bnt to get out of tbe 
way of the fire, whioh was ohasing them 
at a rapid rate, although it was yet many 
miles away. Our old guide, who had been 
around the prairies all his life, was fright¬ 
ened, muoh to my srupriee He oast his eye 
upon the fire aud then away upon the 
waving sea of grass beyond, and said we 
must mount our ponies quiokly and ride 
away before the fire as fast as we oonld. 
There was a trail about teu miles away, he 
Baid, aud when we reaobed that we would 
be all right. Vie mounted our ponies, but 
I knew well enough we oould not go five 
miles before the fire would oatoh us. 

” Tbe roaring inoreased, and it began to 
get warm. Birds and animals rushed by 
us more frantic than ever. An idea struck 
me. Jumping from my pony I rushed out 
into tbe tall grass several hundred test and 
started a fire. It went with a whirl, and 
in a minute or two a spaoe of three or tour 
hundred aores had been burned. We worked 
with a will, and soon bad our ponies and 
effects in the middle ol the bare spot. I 
was none too soon, tor, looking in the direc¬ 
tion of the fire, I bbw it part it the point! 
where we had stood a few minutes before, 
aud then it went by with a terriflo roar. 
It was terribly smoky and hot, but wo 
were not burned te death, as we would 
have been it we bad followed the old guide.*

SKETCH OF WINDSOR 

COMPRISING A HISTORY OF THE EARLY DAYS 
ON THE DETROIT RIVER. 

USED TO BE SOUTH DETROIT 


But the Name"'"Windsor Was Adopted in the 50's 
l )l Jume of Its Past and Present Business In¬ 
terests—Manufacturing Neglected Because 
It Was Never Encouraged. 


Windsor, tike other hi" cities, h 
beginning. The history of the Detroit 
river frontier dates nearly hack to 1700,nl 
though no extensive settlement was made 
till the year 1750, when the .Preach all¬ 
otted the plan (afterwards copied by the 
English) of settling discharged and dis¬ 
banded soldiers in tlie vicinity of 

their frontier posts. In the furtherance 
of this undertaking, Detroit was one of 
the posts selected, and in the year named 
a large number were settled along both 
banks of the river. On the American 
aide the settlements extended from Lake 
Kriu to Lake St.. Clair and beyond; while 
oil the Canadian, the limit was at the foot 
of Lake St. Clair on the one hand and at 
the Riviere Canard on the other, being 
thickest in the vicinity of the present 
town of Sandwich. 

The whole territory along the riven 
front was laid out into lots of 200 ser¬ 
pents (about 180 acres), two serpehts 
wide, and on one of those was settled a 
discharged soldier and his family. 

Previous to this, however, the L’As¬ 
sumption settlement must havo attained 
some considerable proportions, as we find 
from church records, still extant, that 
Father Potior,who died in 1781, had been 
in charge of the mission for 117 years, or 
since j.7**; and 7nau preViout, io 7ns ad¬ 
vent the spiritual affairs of the settlement 
were administered by Father de la 
Richardie, whom tradition credits with 
having established an Indian mission 
and built a church on Bois Blanc island, 
in the very earliest days of the eighteenth 
century. 

In carrying out the details of Lord 
Dorchester’s proclamation creating Up- | 
per Canada into a separate province, the 
old parish of L’Assumption was consti¬ 
tuted the township of Sandwich, which 
extended along the water front and three - 
or four miles back into the interior, the 
remainder constituting the southeast 
quarter, being laid out under Governor 
Simcoe’s administration. 

The township of Sandwich remained 
as such till 1854, when Windsor was set 
apart as an independent municipality, 
under a village charter. Four years 
later it was incorporated as a town, 
and at the same time, 1858,, Sandwich 
town was incorporated by special act 
of parliament, without giving the prepar¬ 
atory course of village existence. Up to 
1855 Windsor was known as South De¬ 
troit In that year a public meeting was 
held in Hutton’s tavern to choose a more 
appropriate name, and “Windsor” being 
suggested by James Dougall, was selected 
f-om a score or more of others proposed. 
The proprietor of the tavern, who was 
an old resident, at once signified his own 
and the public approval by naming the 
place “Windsor Castle,” by which title 
it is still known. The name of South 
Dialroit. bv which it had been called for 
some years prior to this, was conforred 
by a gentleman named MoDougall, a 
bachelor, who came from York (Toronto), 
and purchased property along the river 
bank, where the town hall now stands,

and first laid ont the village plot in Sep¬ 
tember. 1885. 

The principal occupation of the ii 
habitants of this section was in c >nnec 
ion with tho fur trade, even up to ar 
subsequent to the American war. Up to 
the time of the. extinction of the Great 
Nor’-wost Far company by tbeir amal¬ 


gamation with the Hudson Bay company, 
the headquarteis in Canada of the Nor’- 
pany were at South Detroit. 
The buildirg used as their office is now 
>f the old landmarks near the river 
bank in East Windsor. Among tile mr-st 
basinets firms who ever located 
in this place were the Dougall Brothers, 
from 1’aisley, Scotland. Tho headquart¬ 
ers cf the house were in Montreal, but ii 
stated ihat on goi d authority that the 
sales i f merchandise of the Wmdsi 
branch averaged during some s. a one ovi 
50,000 pounds sterling, and their wares 
found their way to the remote Northwest 
and to the Gulf of Mexico, via the Mis- 

As before stated, Windsor became a 
town in 1858, with a population i 

2,00(1. During the next thirty years 
i growth was steady, but more rapid 
during lliu subsequent decade (from 1880 
to 1800), and in May, 1892, it w 
porated a city, when its population had 
increased to 10,500. 

It is charmingly situated on the great 
international waterway, immediate op¬ 
posite the oity of Detroit, with which it 
is connected by a steam ferry, boats 
crossing every ten minutes. The Detroit 
is without doubt one of the greatest 

indispensible line that connects the great 
akos and gives them an outlet 
icean. It has a greater average tonnage 
than enters the river Thames, oi 
months surpasses that of the Suez 
canal for one year, and more vessel 
tonnage passes Windsor than enters 
.od clears both New York and Liver¬ 
pool. In additiou to its commercial 
[■vantages, the river has numerous 
pleasure resorts within easy access. One 
if thegReat advantages of Windsor is its 
lommanding position on the Detroit 
which is fully equal to that of 
Detroit. 

The city covers an area of 2,300 acres 
and is the western terminus of the G. 
T. R., of the Canadian division, M. C. 
R. and Wabash railway, and of the On¬ 
tario and Quebec divisitifis of the C. P. 
R., these lines having powerful steam 
ferries for conveying their cara across 
the river, which is kept open during the 
inter, and Windsor is 225 miles from 
Toronto, and from Montreal 558 miles. 

Its various industries comprise the 
largest salt works in the Dominion; also 
targe establishments engaged in the 
manufacture of bicycles, typographs, 
dress stays, automatic injectors, phar¬ 
maceutical preparations and fine per¬ 
fumes, a large seed wirehouse, brush 
factory, boiler works, brewery, three 
and three plaining mills, feed mill. 
Sandwich, the principal business 
street, commands a full view of the 
entire water front of Detroit. On this 
and Ouellette avenue are a large number 
of substantial business places, slid Wind- 
contaius a fine postnllioa. building 
i hall, three chartered and two pri- 
banks, a public library, two hos¬ 
pitals, more than a dozen excellent hotels 
and three newspapers. 

Its religious and educational advan¬ 
tages are among the bes% including 
churches, of nearly all denomina¬ 
tions; also a tine eillegiate institute 
and eight public schools, and Windsor 
High school is an excellent modern 
building, finished in 1889 at a cost of 
$ 27 , 000 . 

first class electric railway cmnocts 
Windsor with Walkerville, Sandwich 
id Oj bway, and the city has a well 
equipped fire department and its own 
electric light plant, put, in at a cost of 
$20,(MX). I's waterworks are finely 

equipped, having an abundant supply of 
ire prinking water, with 35 miles of 
iter ptaAi laid on the various streets, 
and the city has 26 miles of sewer pipe 
and eight miles of pavement; also 
cf the finest mile race tracks on the con¬ 
tinent. On the Various resident streets 
ay be seen many attractive homes of 
odern design, and Windsor, as a place 
of residence, can hardly be excelled in 
Canada, being high and dry and healthy, 
and its climate very mild. The resi- 
dc-ices and business places are largely 
heated with natural gas, having many 
miles of gas mains laid on th 
streets, and the city contains telegraph 
and telephone offices and all conveniences
